aMPLE BUT EFFECTIVE DECORATION. 


Scene Painted for the Inaugural 
special Rece tion and Ball. 
tbe vin the best of taste. asta 
has been raised, and running back to 
nnokgatal of the immense stage there is a 
set scene painted espec ially for the occa- 
sion. The lower tier ra boxes is extended 
around the entire stage; giving twenty-four ad- 
ditional baxes for the use of the guests of the 
evening. Above these and in the center and 
the back of the stage there are’ four, more 
boxes, and im these Johnnie Hand’s orches- 


of the Auditorium while 
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tra will be stationed. A silken banner twenty 
feet in length is suspended directly in the cen- 
ter of the stage. It is the royal Spanish ban- 
ner, with a cross in the center and surrounded 
by the initials and the coat-of-arms of Ferdi- 
nand and Isabella. | 

On either side and immediately over the 
boxes there are ten banners in bunting, each 
containing the initials of the King and Queen 
of Spain in the time of Columbus. The panel 
in front of the organ and between the boxes 
ana the proscenium arch is decorated witha 
large United States shield, surmounted by a 
stand of colors, the Stars and Stripes in the 
middle, and flanked on either side by the flags 
of all the American republics. The corre- 
sponding panel on the south side will bear the 
shieid of Spain, also surmounted by the Span- 
ish cvlors. In this will be shown the flags of 
every nation in the Ola World, the colors of 
‘Spain and Italy beiag given preference in the 
arrangement. 

Between the arches of the boxes, and also 
on the scenic boxes of the stage, there are 
wreaths of red and yeliow in satin ribbon. 
The fronts of the upper tiers of boxes are 
festooned in red and yellow. The back of the 
stage has been painted so as to be in keeping 
with the general decoration of the Auditorium 
proper. 

The florai decorations of the Auditorium are 
effective though simple in design, as in the 
decorations. Wild smilax is hung in graceful 
festoohs in front of all the boxes and along 
the balcony and gallery front. This is caught 
up with alternate rosettes of red and yellow 
ribbon and it is extended around the impro- 
vised boxes on the stage. Above the panels 
at either side of the proscenium arch there 
are banks of palms and ferns. In the center 
section of the main balcony, entirely 
hidden fram the view of the guests, 
by ferns and other potted plants, Sousa’s 
Military Band will be stationed to furnish 
music for the grand march P. J. Haus- 
wirth and Joseph Curran have the contract 
for the floral decorations. In the decora- 
tions for the-Auditorium proper, the dining- 
rooms, the banquet hall, and the floor of 
the Studebaker Building, which is to be used 
as an additional supper room, Mr. Hauswirth 
has used more than a carload of wild smilax, 
gathered and shipped for the express purpose 
from Alabatna. It was found impossible to 
get the heavy pots of the growing palms into 
some portions of the Auditorium where they 
were wanted for. decoration, and Mr. Haus- 
wirth secured a large quantity of wild paims 
from the South. 

Throughout the best of taste has been dis- 
playea in the work of decorating. There is 
nothing cheap or tawdry in the appearance of 
the completed work. The flags and banners 
are on hardwood poles, mounted in brass, 
with silk cords and tassels. The work of 
decorating was done by George B. Carpenter 
& Co., and the orders given to the firm in the 
beginning were .hat the work should be done 
in the best possible manner without regard to 
cost. 

The decorations of the banquet hall, which 
will be one of the supper rooms, will exceed 
in beauty that of any other room to be used 
for the inaugural reception. Decorators and 
florists and electricians were given carte 
blariche, their only instructions being to get 
up as tasteful and as beautiful decorations as 
possible. George Metzger, the caterer of the 
Auditorium, conceived a novel plan, which has 
been carried into effect with a result surprising 
even to himself.. At the north end of the 
hall there is a bouffet etagerie in a semicir- 
cular form, from which the serving will be 
done for all the waiters. Directly in the cen- 
ter and at the rear there is a box platform 
three feet wide, and standing two feet above 
the table. A semicircle of white electric 
lights shows from the front of this through 
flowers and ferns, while above there 
is a massive silver centerpiece con- 
taining bowls of red and yellow flowers. 
On either side there are other box platforms 
growing smaller towards the ends of the table 
and having alternate semicircles of red, white, 
and blue lights. Above each there are vases 
of flowers in red and yellow. Garlands of 
flowers connect these, forming a continuous 
floral bower stretching from one side of the 
room to the other. The waiters will be served 
from this table by other waiters standing ~be- 
tween the small platforms. The guests who 
go first into this room will.see only the flow- 
ers at theend. As they are seated the lights 
will be turned on, and the effect that is prom- 
ised will be a beautiful one. 

Garlands of wild smilax will be festooned 
across the front of the small balconies at the 
end of the room, and ferns between the arches 
will hide the mandolin orchestra that is to 
furnish music, Down either side of the hall 
are large pillars which will be almost com- 
pletely hidden by trailing festoons of smilax, 
while on the surmounting pilasters there are 
to be banks of palms. On each column there 
will be bouquets of flowers alternating red 
and yellow. 

The dining-room on the top floor of the 
Auditorium and thesupper-room in the Stude- 
baker Building will have a similar effect in 
decoration. 
fusely, and in the Studebaker . Building a 
pretty effect is gained by the use of panels of 
smilax, with flowers as center-pieces, 

The floral decorations for the tables will be 
‘the same in all three rooms. Tracery pat- 
terns in maiden-hair ferns will be carried out 
‘at all the tables, and on each there will be a 
vase of cut flowers and quantities of loose 
roses, curysanthemums, and dahlias,

Chicago Public School Pupils Will Cele- 
f brate, 

Ever since it has been announced that thero. 
would be a national school celebration 
in observance of Columbus day the 
Chicago school children have been 
in a state of delight. Some time ago a 
committee representing the State and city 
Superintendents arranged « program for the 
celebration in the public schools, ‘and Chicago 
school children will execute thisorder of exer- 
cises this afterncen when school opens at 1 :30 
o'clock, The school rooms in which the exer- 
cises will take place will be decorated in a 
Way appropriate to the occasion and com- 
memorating the great discovery. 

The first extrcise will be the reading of 
President Harrison’s proclathation. This will 
be followed bya flag raising and the pupils 
will salute the colors. They will also pledge 
their aliegiance to the flag in concert and will 
sing *‘America.’’ The next feature of the pro- 
grain will be reading of the scriptures or some 
acknowledgment ofthe Divine Being. The 
school will then join in singing ‘‘ Columbus 
Day,’’ after which the program will be varied 
according to the grade. In primary grades 


j the little ones will recite patriotic verses and 


sing little songs, while in the grammar and 
high school grades historical essays will be 
read, declamations delivered, and there will 
also be singing. The next number on the 
program of the Superintendents is Joaquin 
Miller’s song ‘“‘Columbus,” as arranged 
by ©. Blackman. In the upper grades 
an address will be read by. one of 
pupils, entitled, ‘‘ The Meaning of the Four 
Centuries.”” This will be omitted in lower 
grades, as will the ode, ** Columbia’s Banner,”’ 
by Edna Dean Proctor. ‘“ The Flag, of the 
Free,”’ by the school, will close the exercises.

IN BEHALF OF THE INFANTRY. 


Determined Effort to Have Them Appear 
in Friday’s Parade. 

There is an evident determination to have 
the arrangements for Friday’s parade so 
changed that the infantry shall have an op- 
portunity to participate in the entire march. 
The members of the Committee on Cere- 
| monies acknowledge a desire to have the in- 
| fantry take part, but claim that they do not 
see how the change can be brought abdut 
without causing much delay at the park and 
at the same time interfering with the trans- 
portation arrangements. . 


Lyman J. Gage—I'do not wish to criticise the 
action of those who have made the arrangements 
for Friday’s military parade. There are proba- 
bly good and sufficient reasons for arranging the 
line of march that has been published and Ido 
not wish to pass judgment on the case without 
having heard the evidence. I do not know what 
_ objection there is to bringing the military down- 

town. The military display, however, is not for 
the public. It is a ceremony and ‘is gotten up 
that the representatives of the foreign govern- 
ments may be properly received. It is an official 
demonstration. 

Director-General Davis—I must respectfully de- 
cline to be interviewed. , ; 

_ Director Arthur Dixon—I do not care to enter 
into details, but I think that the arrangements 
should be changed if possible so that the peo 
may have an opportunity to see the parade. 

Gen: Charles Fitz-‘Simons—I believe that it 
would cause little delay at Jackson Park if the 
infantry was to fallin on Grand boulevard just 
below Thirty-fifth street, as 1 suggested when in- 
terrogated by a reporter for THe TrisuNgE 
yesterday. After - ecortége had passed 
the infantry line on Grand boulevard be- 
low Thirty-fifth street they could break 
from the march to the left by companies. This 
would give a distance of about two and a half 
miles on Grand boulevard through Washington 
Park. This certainly would be more satisfactory 
to the visiting troops and all parties participating 
in the parade. 

D. W. Kerfoot, of the Committee on Ceremonies 
~I cannot see why the program cannot be 
changed that. the soldiers may join the procession 
at some point below Twenty-second street. The 
great objection to bringing the infantry down to 
the Auditorium was that the procession would 
move so slowly that e Twenty-sec- 
ond street and Cottage Grove avenue 
car lines would be blocked gost 
at the time the people wished to go to the Fair 
groun The suggestion of Gen. Fitz-Simons 
meets my approval. If this parade can be brought 
where the people can see it and not interfere with 
the transportation facilities I am in favor of it, 

Charles H. Wacker, member of Committee on 
Ceremonies—Every member of the Committee on 
Ceremonies would like to have the soldiers 
come down-town and accompany the escort 
to the park, but it seemed impossible to 
arrange it. The great trouble was that 
by allowing the soldiers to participate 
it would block [the street car lines just at the 
time the people were going to Jackson Park. An- 

other obstacie was the great delay that would be 
caused by having the infantry march from the 
Lake Front to the park. We talked at first of 
building viaducts over the street car tracks, but 
the property-owners objec and that was aban- 
doned. If the soldiers were marched from the 
Lake-Front it would run the program at the 
Park into the ay pm 

Alexander H. Revell. member of tie Committee 
on Ceremonies—Iam greatly disappointed that 
we could net so arrange matters that the infantry 
could participate in the parade from the start. 
Every member of the committee was anxious that 
the soldiers come down-town, but the obstacle 
seemed to be too great. —

DIRECTOR-GENERAL DAVIS REPORTS. 


He Reviews the Work Done on Grounds 
and Buildings—Some Criticisms. 

The Director-General’s report to the World’s 
Columbian Commission yesterday com- 
menced with an exhaustive review of the prog- 
ress on and description of the buildings and 
works at Jackson Park. Beginning with the 
grounds themselves, he followed the process 
through which a truncated triangle of 586 
acres had been gradually transformed from a 
miry extent of scrub oak swamp of a few 
months ago to the present appearance of an 
old, well-cared-for park. The roads now are 
solid, .the water basins . present the 
appearance of being inclosed with 
substantial masonry and the finished landscape 
effects are such as can not under ordinary cir- 
cumstances’ be attained by years of patient 
care and training. While the great Exhibition 
structures dominate the entire scene the er 
able features of the landscape are retained. 

The report then deals with the buildings, 
commencing with the Fine Arts structure, 
which is pronounced practically fireproof, 
with admirably lighted galleries. The inter- 
ior of this building is now nearly completed, 
and will be ready in ample time for exhibiters, 
The Fish and Fisheries Building is nearly 
completed, and with the exception of a few 
minor details is nearly ready for occupancy, 
as is also the Woman’s Building. The Horti- 
cultural Building is also practically ready for 
exhibits, excepting some grading and car- 
pentry to be done for the Floriculture De- 
partment and placing of basins for an aquatic 
display. The Transportation Exhibits Build- 
ing receives some criticism owimg to the in- 
convenient arrangement architecturally and 
the excessive cost over original estimates.

We maintain that the present tariff has worked 
well; that it has developed*American manufact- 
ures, steadied and increased American wages, 
and promoted the general prosperity. Our oppo- 
nénts deny that there has m any increase of 
prosperity under the present tariff, declare 
wages have been reduced, and denounce Repub- 
lican policy, which, as they say, fosters no other 
industry so much as that of the Sheriff. 


In Favor of Reciprocity. 


We favor the system by which, when we think 
the country ready for the reduction or abolition 
of duties, we insist upon ting corresponding 
and reciprocal advantages from foreign countries 
as the condition of their enjoying these advan- 
tages in our own markets. Our opponents de- 
nounce this reciprocity as asham, and therefore 
inferentially pledge themselves to its repeal. 

he sharp issues thus presented for the decis- 
ion of the American people cover more my mee 
hensively and more specifically than ever before 
the whole range of considerations relating to the 
protective tariff, its constitutionality, its ex- 
diency, its relation to wages, its practical work- 
s, and the question whether, as it from time to 
time reduced, we should throw away the ad- 
vantages thus extended to foreign nations or 
should get something in return for ee Lars 

The constitutionality of the protective tariff 
has heretofore been thought established. A tariff 
bill avowedly for “the encouragement and pro- 
tection of manufactures,” was carried through 
the First Congress by James Madison and was 
signed by George Washington. A third of a 
century later Andrew Jackson, in a message to 
Congress (Dec. 7. 1830) maintaining the constitu- 
tionality of the protective system, said: “ In this 
conclusion I am confirmed as well by the opinions 
of Presidents Washi n, Jefferson, Madison, 
and Monroe, who have each repeatedly recom- 
mended the exercise of this right under the Con- 
stitation, as by the uniform practice of Congress, 
the continued acquiescence of the States, and the 
great understanding ofthe people.” 

To this testimony from the men who made the 
Constitution and from the father of the modern 
Democratic party may be added that of the latest 
high authority of that party on constitutional 
law, the Hon. George Ticknor Curtis, who has re- 
cently said: ‘In common with many other Dem- 
ocrats I canaot subscribe to the doctrine that a 
protective tariff is unconstitutional. In drafting 
and voting for this resolution, the members either 
showed dense ignorance of American political 
history or they manifested a purpose to wia votes 
by deceiving the voters. I cannot, at the bidding 
of these gentlemen, unlearn the lessons of my 
whole life. If I cannot claim to be an affthority

Several days ago Mr. Adlai T. Ewing 
journeyed from Chicago to this city for the 
purpose of escorting members of the Cabinet 
to the World’s Fair ceremonies which take 
place Friday. This morning the train was 
ready and the guests were on board but Mr. 
Ewing was not there, so after a delay of seven 
minutes the Cabinet started westward all 
alone. Then Mr. Ewimg came and was ac- 
corded traveling accommodations on the 
train which had been set apart for the exclu- 
sive use of that exclusive body—the United 
States Supreme Court. : $y 

By 10:30 most of the travelers had put in an 
appearance and were ready to start. It was a 
distinguished assemblage, for there were mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, Supreme Court Justices, 
diplomats of high and low degree, army and 
navy officers, railroad men newspaper 
correspondents, with just enough Pullman 
car porters to give the crowd an air of finan- 
cial solidity. Baron Fava was there, two, 
happy in the companionship of four trunks 
and a spring overcoat that will not avail 
much wher the October brand of Chicago 
weather is turned loose. 

First of the three trains to pull out was the 
one which was laden with Cabinet officers and 
membera of their families. This was made 
up of the compcsite dfing compartment, 
drawing-room, and observation car.

SOLDIERS’ CAMP.

In Troop “LL” of the Third Cavalry the 
Only White Man Is Lieut. Byron— 
Peculiar and Appropriate Names Borne 
by Some of tiie Warriors—Three Hun- 
dred and Five Indian Boys Arrive from 
the Carlisle School—Some. Bring Their 


Beoks—Other Treops Get In. 

Kills-in-the-Water, Two Strikes, Catch 
Alive, and the rest of the Sioux in the Third 
and Sixth United States Cavalry are still the 
chief attraction of the military camp at the 
World’s Fair ground. Every man in Hyde 
Park who owned a mackintosh went out yes- 
terday to see the Indians in uniform. In the 
morning they were polishing sabres, blacking 
boots, and rubbing up horsebits and cavalry

The Lieutenant the Only White Man. 


Troop L of the Third Cavalry came in late 
Monday. night from Fort Meade dn charge of 
Lieut. Seah «. Byron. There are fifty-three 
Sioux in this troop, enlisted from the Black Feet, 
Sans Arc, Two Kettle, and Minneconjou tribes of 
Sioux from the Cheyenne River Agency. Lieut. 
Byron is the only white man in _ this 
troop. ‘ His non-commissioned officers, his 
clerk, blacksmith, tailor, saddiler, and 
cook are all Sioux. So are his two 
trumpeters, and he says they can sound a reveille 
or boots and saddles as well as any man that ever 
blew a bugle. The First Sergeant of this troop 
can’t understand English, and there are but 
three among the fifty-three Indians who can. 
When Lieut. Byron gives an order he tells a Sec- 
ond Sergeant who can understand English, he in 
turn telis the First Sergeant in the Sioux tongue, 
and the First Sergeant gives the order to the men. 
After it reaches them in this rowhdabout way it 
is promptly obeyed. Lieut. Byron has jyst re- 
turned from a 400 mile march in Dakota with his 
Indians. For several weeks he was aione with 
them. At one time he visitedacamp of 2,000 
Sioux, and he says his men behaved themselves 
better than ever then. They seemed to be proud 
of their uniforms, and their savage brothers com- 
plimented them in the savage tongue. 


Has an Appropriate Name, 


Several of his men came from Big Foot’s band 
and followed Big Foot in the Wounded Knee 
fight. Hard-to-Kill is one of them. He was in a 
little cafion with seven of his tribe when the gov- 
ernment troops an firing. Six of the Sioux 
were killed and Hard-to-Kill was one of the two 
that escaped alive. Two of the Indians now in 
Lieut. Byron's troop were shot in the Wounded 
Knee fight by the soldiers. and now they are 
soldiers themselves. Drops Two is one of them. 
He claims that he killed two soldiers and imme- 
diately took this name. 

Lieut. Byron’s officers are named as follows: 
First Sergeant, Buffalo Man; Sergeant, Chasing 
Hawk ; Corporal, Sits-Down-Talking ; Trumpeter, 
Brings Grub. Some of his privates are Afraid-of- 
Nothing, Kills-on-the-Ice, Yellow-Face, Little 
Horse, and Half Cut. Ten of the Indians in the 
Third Cavalry troop are married. The regula- 
tions do not permit a greater number of married 
Indians in one troop. Two of the boys were edu- 
cated at Carlisie,- and the rest know nothing 
excepting what Liéut. aren has taught them. 

The idea of enlisting Indians in the regular serv- 
ice was original with Secretary Proctor of the 
War Department, and he adopted it just after 
the Wounded Knee fight in the hope that it would 
do something towards improving the condition of 
the American Indian.. The 
been gained with Troop L, of the Third Cavalry, 
which is the only independent Indian troop in the 
United States service, there being but one white 
officer in charge. 


Indian Students from Carlisle. 


On a special train on the Pennsylvania at 11 
o'clock yesterday came Capt. R. H. Pratt and 305 
young Indian students from the Carlisle Indian 
School at Carlisle, Pa. The train came through 
as the second section of the Pennsylvania limited. 
There are five companies of the Indian boys, all 
in uniform. Chief Disciplinarian -W. P. Camp- 
bell. Assistant Disciplinarian Kensler, and a car- 

nter and painter accompanied Capt. Pratt. 

‘he Carlisle indian Band, thirty-one pieces, led 
by Dennison Wheelock, a full-blooded Oneida 
Indian, is with the boys and hopes to attract 
some attention. 

“ I brought these boys here,” said Capt. Pratt, 
** to show the people what the Government of the 
United States is pon for the Indian. They 
were all in the New York parade a week ago 
Monday and conducted themselves creditably. 
There are children from forty tribes in the lot, 
chiefly Sioux, Apaches, Chippewas, Cheyennes, 
Oneidas, Crows, and Blackfoot.”’ 

The Indian boys were given quarters on the sec- 
ond floor of the Mining Buiidine. near the quar- 
ters assigned the marines and marine band. 

The boys were not slowin becoming acauainted 
with the Sioux Indians in Troop L, United States 
Cavalry, who were scattered about the floor be- 
low them, and many of the students met Indians 
there in uniform whom they had hunted with in 
Dakota. Some of the Indian students brought 
their school. books along, and a full-blooded 
Sioux, who two years ago was a wild, untamed 
warrior, stretched upon the floor studying 
Green’s grammar, was one of the sights in the 
students’ camp.

TRANSPORTATION BY WATER, 


Crossing the Railroad Tracks Will Be the 
Perilous Part of the Journey. 

The World’s Fair Steamship company an- 
nounced yesterday that it had chartered the 
steamers Nebraska, Dix, Cyclone, Sailor Boy, 
and Adrienne for service next Friday. The 
total carrying capacity of the five boats is 
3,500. The anti-monopoly boats will mclude 
the Pearl, Chief Justice Waite, Ivanhoe, Music, 
and several others of about the same capacity.

PLAGED ON THE REGISTER. 


It Is Estimated That Seventy to Eighty Per 
Cent of the ‘Strength of Both Parties 
Was Registered Yesterday—Negliect, In- 
competence, and Crookedness Reported 
in Several Precincts~The People's Trade 
and Labor Ticket Rejected by the Board 
of Review—Instructions to Voters. 

As far as could be ascertained last evening 
the registration yesterday was quite large in 
most of the wards. The voters turned out 


early, and the judges and clerks of election | 


were kept quite busy most of the day. It is 
believed that from 70to 80 per cent of the 
full vote was registered. The campaign man- 
agers on both sides appeared to be satisfied 
with the work done. The Democrats were the 
most demonstrative. They claimed that the 
registration was heaviest in the Democratic 


‘wards and precincts, and the figures seemed 


to justify them. In most of the Republican 
wards the Republicans did well. They could 
have done better, however. The ward com- 
mitteemen did not in every case justify the 
promises which they made, and complaints 
of neglect, shirking, an1 disloyalty were made 
against certain Republican officeholders and 
officebrokers, of which more will be heard 
later on.

FIRE IN ENGLEWOOD. 


Two Lives Lost and $86,000 Worth of 
Property Destroyed, 

The north half of the block bounded by 
Sixty-third. Sixty-fourth, Wright, and Honoré 
streets, in Englewood, was swept away by fire 
early yesterday morning. Property worth 
$86,000 was destroyed and two lives sacrificed. 


The dead are: 

BUTLER, MRS. ADA, Hotel Kent, corner of 
Sixty-third and Honoré streets, killed while try- 
ing to escape from a rear third-story window. 

HOWARD, JOHN. baker, No. 618 Sixty-third 
street. Body Jfound-badly burned in the rear of 
bakery. 

At 4:30 o’clock a blaze was noticed creeping 
around the cornice work of Wiley Bros.’ 
bakery at No. 619 Sixty-third street, and a 
still alarm was sentin. Aatiff breeze was 
blowing and the fire pushed to the south, east, 
and west, and the firemen were not able to 
prevent the flamesfrom jumping across Sixty- 
third street. | 

In the neighborhood of the Hotel Kent, at 
the southeast corner of Honoré and Sixty- 
third streets, there was intense excitement, 
for anumber of people were known to be 
asleep in the three-story building. Every ave- 
nue of escape wasfor a timecutoff. The 
front and rear stairways were wrapped in 
sheets of flame, ahd many men and women 
rushed to the windows, calling for assistance. 
Ladders were runup and ail were brought 
down in safety but one. 

Mrs. Butler stood ata third-story window 
paralyzed with fear. Once she was seen to 
cliinb upon the window-sill as if intending to 
jump, but the shouts of those below stopped 
her. Mrs. Butler climbed out the window, 
and, hanging for a moment by her hands, let 
herself drop. She struck the railing surround- 
ing the second-story balcony and, bounding 
off, fell to the ground. She passed so close to 
Officer Harris that her blood was spattered 
over his clothes. When picked up it was 
found that her skull had_ been fractured and 
her spine broken.

In order that there may be no misconception as 
to my position in this matter, I assert most em- 
phatically that I have always used every means 
in my power to complete the tunnel as rapidly as

The Ancient Organization Will Escort Gov. 
Bulkeley and His Staff, 
Hartrorp, Conn,, Oct. 14.—| Special. ]—Gov, 
Bulkeley of Connecticut, with his staff and 
State officials, will have as escort on the occa- 
sion of his visit to Chicago next week, the 


,handsomest uniformed and one of the best 


disciplined military companies in the coun- 
try—the first company Goveruor’s Foot Guard 
of Hartford. 

The Connecticut visitors will have q spe- 
cial train consisting of eight sleepers, two 
dining cars, and a baggage ear. The party 
will cerry 225 rsonos, and will probably in- 
clude Gov. Bulkeley, Lieut.-Gov. Merwin of 
New Haven, Secretary of State Walsh of 
Greenwich, State Treasurer Henry of Rock- 
ville, and State Controller Staub of New Mil- 
ford. The latter is the only Democratic State 
officer, and may conclude to stay at home, as 
he 1s running for reélection. Treasurer Henry, 
who is running for Congress, may also con- 
clude that wr he has more important 
affairs to look after here. The Governor will 
be accompanied by the officers of his staff and 
the men and women of the World’s Fair Com- 
missioners of the State. 

Gov. Bulkeley and staff, and Maj. Hyde 
and other officers of the Foot Guard will be 
quartered at the Auditorium. The members 
of the Guard will be quartered on the “train, 
which will be side-tracked near the foot of 
Lake street.

The Governor’s Guard is. the oldest and 
one of the most famous military organiza- 
tions of Connecticut. It has two companies— 
the First, located at Hartford, and the Sec- 
ond at New Haven. The original organiza- 
tion was at Hartford in 1771—four years be- 
fore the Revolutionary War. It is this com- 
pany which Gov. Bulkeley has selected: as ea- 
cort, and it will parade with 130 officers and 
men, headed by Colt’s Band, the finest mili- 
tary band in the State. The Guards will 
wear on parade their gorgeous grenadier 
dress uniforms of scarlet and black, with 
bearskin caps and black velvet leggins. 
This is a fac simile of the uniform of the 
company iu 1771, and was copied from that 
of the Coldstream Guards, or Prince RKe- 
gent’s Guards of England, 

This famous organization has been main- 
tained without a break for 121 years, and has 
never missed an annual parade. No other 
military organization in America can boast of 
such a record. Others may be older, but 
there have been breaks in the line of active 
service. 

For more than a century the Foot Guards 
have escorted Connecticut’s Governors on the 
days of their inauguration; have done escort 
duty in Hartford for Washington, Adams, 
Monroe, Jackson, Polk, Johnson. Grant, and 
Harrison, thrice escorted Lafayette, and their 
showy uniforms have been seen in nearly 
every great military pageant on the Atlantic 
coast for years past. It is the only State mili- 
tary company ever ordered outside a State for 
active service. This was in 1777, when the 
company hurried to Saratoga to reinforce 
Gen. Gates. Under its ancient charter the 
members of the company cannot be called 
upon todo service outside tlie State other 
than voluntarily.

SUOOESSFUL TEST OF THE LONG- 
DISTANOE TELEPHONE. 


Mayor Washburne Chats with Hugh Grant, 
-Gotham’s Chief Executive, and the Two 
Cities Exchange Congratulations—Even 
a Whisper Is Heard Over the 950 Mil 
of Copper Wire—Officers of the Com- 
pany Delighted—Facts About the Line 
and Its Construction. 
“ The City of Chicago greets the City of 
New York.”’

and congratulates the Nation on an Ameri 
iuvention which shall supplement the tele- 


graph and enable the people of the continent 


to communicate orally where they now resort 
to the mail and the telegraph,”’ 

Seated at a telephone irstrument in the 
American Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany’s office in Quincy street yesterday after- 
noon Mayor Washburne conducted Chicago's 
end of the above conversation. At. the other 
end of the wire was Mayor Grant of New 
Y¥k. With this simple ceremony the long- 
distance telephone between Chicago and New 
York was formally placed in service. 

Sixty persons were present to see it done. 
They were telephone men, capitalists, mer- 
chants, and newspaper men. There were 150 
people around Mayor Grant at the company’s 
office in Cortland street, New York, and the 
company s0 managed matters that everybody 
gota chawre to test the workings of the line. 
They invited all to stand beneath two funnels 
fastened to the gas fixture and keep perfectly 
still. They did so and heard the “Star Span- 

led Banner”’ played by a‘cornetist in New 

‘ork. Then the New York crowd gathered’ 
around similar funnels while Cornetist Cobb 
of Johuny Hand’s orchestra played the na- 
tional anthem for them. 

Heard ‘‘Annie Laurie.” 

“ We'll do better than that for you,” said 
F. J. Hovey of the company, and he caused 
forty police telephones to Be hitched onto the 
main wire. The guests pressed these little 
instruments to their ears and heard the New 
York cornetist play ‘‘Annie Laurie,” and 
afterwards Engineers Lyon and Pettinger 
carry on a long conversation about their 
dreains years ago that New York and Chicago 
would une day be connected by telephone. 

William D. Hubbard and Prof. Alex Gra- 
ham Bell then took the instruments. They. 
called each other “‘Aleck’’ and ‘“* Biil,” and 
started in to talk about the day in 1876 at the 
Centennial Exposition when they put in 
operation and talked over the first telephone, 
but they changed their subject and chatted 
about various things just the same as though 
a conversation between people separated by 
1,000 miles wasn’t worth special mention. 

Other conversations followed. Engineer 
Lyon decigimed Tennyson’s ** Charge of the 
Light Brigade ’”’ loudly, then sunk his voice to 
astage whisper and repeated the story of 
Mary’s little lamb to please a young woman 


- who listened at the New York instrument. 


The newspaper -men exchanged greetings 
with the New-Yorkers. 

The test was a perfect succeas, and the two 
great cities of the New Worid have adied a 
new link to their interlaced ties. Not the 
slightest difficulty was experienced in hearing 
or transmitting. 

Engineer Lyon spoke in rather a loud voice, 
but this he explained was a habit. Mayor 
Washburne andthe others used an ordinary 
tone. The voices of the New-Yorkers sounded 
“small,”’ like those whichissue from a phono- 
graph, but perfectly clear. 

Facts About the Line. 

The telephone engineers and managers 
shook hands with their guests and distributed 
beautiful souvenirs to commeworate the 
event, consisting of a twisted wire with a 
miniature copper telephone at each end, one 
marked “Chicago”? and the other ‘* New 
York.”’ 

The line is 950 miles in length and is said to 
be constructed in the most substantial man- 
ner. The poles are of cedar and chestnut, 


thirty-tive feet and upward in length, and av-— 


erage about forty-five in number a mile, mak- 
ing the total number of poles 42,750. The 
use of cables, which is extremely detrimental 
to long distance telephonic transmission, has 
been avoided to the utmost possible extent. 
The circuit used yesterday consists of two No. 
8 hard drawn copper wires. This wire weighs 
435 pounds to the mile, and the circuit con- 
tains 826,500 pounds of copper. A circuit of 
the weight generally used for telephone serv- 
ics would weigh less than 200,000 pounds. 

The principal points:on the line are New- 
ark, N. J., Harrisburg, and Pittsburg, Pa., 
Cleveland and Toledo, O., and Seuth Bend, 
Ind. in the Eastern States connecting lines 
reach all important points from Portland, 
Me., in the East, to Buffalo, North, and Wash- 
ington, South. 

The tariff for five minutes talk with New 
York will be $9. The company’s officials are 
sanguine that they wili do an excellent busi- 
ness.

She was continuing the good work in the 
direction of the second story windows when 
the pursuing keepers arrived and succeeded in 
distracting her attention. Griesbach’s saloon, 
corner of Gartield and Lincoln avenues, was 
the next objective point.

As the Edison stacks were givirig their usual 


affernoon performance in full view of the so- 
ciety’s windows, the Edison people were 
forced to admit that they maintain a nuisance 
of the most pronounced type. They make 
the broad claim, however, that sufficient 
power cannot be developed with hard coal to 
operate the plant at this season of the year. 
A series of tests will be made at which Smoke 
Society engineers will be present, and the 
question.of ability to develop power will be 
left to the arbitration of a steam gauge. 

A call will probably be issued within a short 
time for a meeting of the advisory board of 
the society, At this meeting reports of prog- 
ress will be made, and some decision will be 
reached as to the continuation of its work and 
soine means of securing proper financial aid 
will be formulated.

Every think- 
ing man who reads it, provided he has any inter- 
est at allin America, will see the drift of the 
coming elections; and that no matter what may 
be the faults of the party.and the men who stand 
up for the prosperity of America and the inter- 
ests of its working classes they have a right to 
be supported by every one irrespective of party 
politics. 

The Liverpool Echo is one of the foremost cdm-. 
mercial-journals of England. ‘It only gives ut- 
terance to the universal public opinion of En- 
gland in the matter cf the coming elections in 
America. There is but one desire about them 
from one end of England to the other, and that is 
that Mr. Cleveland may be elected; for the En- 
glish know that there is now an  enor- 
mous Democratic majority ip the Lower 
House of Congress, and that the’ Repub- 
lican majority in the Senate is so small that 
accident might wipe it out at any moment.

Derrort, Mich., Oct. :18.—Several minority 
stockholders of the Saginaw Valley and St. Louis 
railroad company have brought suit against the 
Detroit, Lansing and Northern railway company, 
lessee of the former, asking for an accounting 
and the appointment ofa receiver. The bill of 
complaint of ex-Gov. David Jerome and 
others, filed in the Wayne Circuit Court today, 
avers that the principal stockholders ot the 
Detroit, Lansing and Northern bought up the 
majority of the Saginaw Valley stock ; that. since 
the road was leased at least eight out of its 
thirteen directors were stockholders of the De- 
troit. Lansing and Northern, and t now 
eleven of them were on its Board of Directors. 
They charge that the directors turned over all 
the property belonging to the Saginaw Valley 
road to the Detroit, Lansing and Northern. 
The plaintiffs claim that the income of the Sagi- 
naw Vailey road has become insufficient to pay 
the operating expenses and interest. on the debt.

WHERE WILL BE THE MILITARY PRO- 
CESSION! 

Before Friday morning there will be col- 
lected in this city all the material for one of 
the most imposing military pageants seen in. 
this country since the close of ;the war, If, 
however, the pageant is conducted upcn the 
lines as drawn at present, it will be a distinct 


j and grievous disappointment to the people of 


Chicago and the strangers within her gates, 
‘and one day of the three will be substantially 
lost, from the popular point of view at least. 
If the present plans are followed out it will be 
impossible for residents of the North and 
West Divisions to see any part of it and but a 
small propofttion of those in the South Divis- 
ion will have the privilege. Asin addition to 
this none but invited guests can gain access 
to the park on thatdlay there is danger that 
Dedication day will be a failure so far as pop- 
ular participation is concerned. 

» present program contemplates only an 
escort of the dignitaries of the Fair from the 
Auditorium to Washington Park—a little 
handful of mounted troops to an intolerable 
deal of carriages. The military parade begins 
at Washington Park and ends at Jacksun 
Park, via the Midway Plaisance, about a 
mile. This means, in effect, no parade at all 
along the stately Michigan and Grand boule- 
vards, which are so admirably adapted to it; 
only along the mile of Midway Plaisance,which 
is not at all adapted to it, and where only a 
few of those who succeed in getting there can 
expect to see anything. 

While the distance would be tos great to 
march the regulars from Jackson Park and 
the State Guards from Washington Park to 
the Auditorium and then march them fall the 
way back to the former park, this does not 
alter the fact that the march, as proposed, is 
no march at all so faras display and pageantry 
are concerned.

» In this emergency Gen. Fitz-Simons has 
made a proposition which is eminently prac- 
tical. After calling attention to the fact that 
the National Guardsmen coming here from 
_Thinois, for inatance, will be switched into 
Jackson Park Thursday night and will go 
thence the next morning to Washington Park, 
where they will wait for the carriagés and 
then march back again to Jackson, remain- 
ing there allday and seeing nothing them- 
selves and then going home, Gen. Fitz-Simons 
says: 

It is my opinion that it is not by any means 
too late to remedy this unsatisfactory state-of 
affairs. lf it is deemed too far. and I do not 
think it is, to march from the Auditorium, the 
troops outside of the mounted escort might form 
a line on Grand boulevard, the right resting on 
Thirty-tifth street. After the cortége had passed 
they could break from the right to march to the 
left by companies. This would give a distance of 
twoand a half miles on Grand boulevard and 
through Washington Park in which thousands of 
people could get an unobstructed view of the pa- 
rade. The men in line could have a close view of 
the dignitaries in the carriages and those in the 
carriages could see the troops much better than 
they can when massed in three lines at Washing- 
ton Park. I Know this arrangement would be 
more satisfactory tothe troops and. would pre 
vent the widespread dissatisfaction so generally 
felt and expressed. 

The General’s proposition is entirely prac- 


ticable and, as he himself suggests, the change 
can be made even three hours before the 
time of starting. The troops can march from 
Jackson. Park north up Drexel boulevard, 
thence west via Thirty-fifth street to the 
Grand boulevard. Then, after a short rest, 
‘the grand parade march should begin along 
that magnificent avenue to Weshington Park 
and thence to Jackson, and half a million 
spectators lining this wide route can see the 
soldiers and the soldiers may see them, and 
both enjoy the grand pageantry. 

As the people have been cut off from en- 
trance to Jackson Park on that day they 
should at least have the privilege of seeing 
what they can of the great military demon- 
stration, and every effort should be made to 
accommodate them, even if several pvints of 
military etiquette have to be strained and a 
change of plan be made. There might as 
well be no military parade at all as the ob- 
scure, out Of sight thing laid dows-as the pres- 
ent program.

THE CIVIC. PROCESSION. 

In the general scheme Of display for the 
dedication ceremonies fortunately there is no 
hitch in the arrangements for the civic proces- 
sion which takes place tomorrow. It will be 
the people’s turnout and the people will see 
the whole of it. There are no reserved seats 
The whole business section of the South Side 
is the auditorium, and first come first served. 
The people will see the procession and the 
procession will see the people, and if Jupiter 
Piuvius will keap his hands off it will be a pop- 
ulargala day indeed. The Mayor has done his 
best tosecure the enjoyment of the people. by 
making it-a holiday, by keeping all vehicles 
out of the district during the day except such 
as are actually engaged in delivering fovud sup- 
plies to hotels and restaurants, Uncle Sam’s 
homely mail wagons, and express, money, and 
news wagons which havea permit, and, last 
but not least, baby wagons, the latier restric- 
tion being necessary for .the preservation of 
infantine life. The streets will be put in good 
condition and the fences around new buildings 
removed so that all may have a chance to see, 
and the line of march will be kept clear by an 
ample police force. 

The procession itself will be a notable one. 
It commemorates the gentle arts of peace and 
the material features of commerce, industry, 
education, religion, benevolence, and nation- 
ality. In such a procession the military feat- 
ure would be out of place. It will not have 


the glitter of arms.or the pageantry of war, 


but it will be none the less stately or enjoya- 
ble on that account. For nearly four hours 
its various divisions, with handsome regalia, 
banners, and flags, will march to the music 
of scores of bands, ied off by Chicago’s latest 
musical accession—the new Marine—and the 
fine band from the neighboring Republic o 
Mexico. Police, city officials; Governors, For- 
esters, Italian societies, ‘patriotic bodies of all 
kinds, Turners, semi-rhilitary orders, benevo- 
lent societies, Woodmen, Knights of Pythias, 
schoolboys, Catholic organizations, marching 
clubs, veterans, national alliances, foreign 
societies, Old America, Young America, for- 
eign America, and native America, all under 
the one banner of the Svars and Stripes, will 
march 80,000 strong. The entire business 
section of the South Side will be gay with flags 
and banners and resonant with music all day 
long, and all Chicago will be there to see. It 
will be the peop'e’s day. - Every one ie invited 
and every one can see. 

The beautiful decorations of this part of the 
city will heighten the general effect. The sky- 


| scrapers, hotels, public buildings, commercial 


houses, and bridges have been tastefully orna- 
mented, and the dingy aspect of many of the 
buildings will be concealed by the bright 
colors strewn over their fagades. If the day 
should be pleasant, and there should be a 
bright sky and bracing breeze, the effect will 
be superb. The wisdom of consulting artistic 
taste for the general scheme of colors has been 
confirmed, for never before has Chicago been 
decorated not only so lavishly but. with such 
good taste. Terra-cotta is the background of 
colors and there is no doubt that it is effective 
for the display of other colors and for general 
decoration. The use of the municipal colors 
is very general both in flags, banners, shields, 
and other devices, and thus for the first 
time in this country an American city 
shows its own colors by the side of the 
natiogal red, white, and blue. There is every 
reason to believe that tomorrow wil! open the 
three days’ celebration in superb style, and 
that the great civic parade will fitly inaugurate 
the ceremonies of dedication. It wiil be pe- 
culiarly the tribute of Chicago to the great Ex- 
position, and though but the prelude to the 
ceremonies of Dedication day proper, when 
other hands and other voices will take part in 
the festival, it will be full of meaning and sig- 
nificance. It will represent the Chicago grit, 
determination, and public spirit which have 
transformed a swainpy prairie and roll of 
sand dunes into a paradise of beauty and cov-

WORLD’S AUXILIARY CONGRESSES. 

The gathering of Friday night in the Audi- 
turium will be the first prominent demon- 
stration made by a most important de- 
partnient of the World’s Fair. It will 
be a gathering of those chosen to serve 
on committees of preparation for the 
World’s Congresses, to be held in this city 
in connection with the Columbian Exposi- 
tion. They and distinguished guests will then 
hold the first of a series of meetings the 
aim of which is officially defined to be the 
formation and adoption of better and more 
comprehensive plans than have hitherto been 
made to proimnote the progress, vrosperity, 
unity, peace, and happiness of the world, 
and to secure the effectual prosecution of such 
plans by the organization of a series of world- 
wide fraternities, through whose efforts and 
influence the moral and inteliectual forces of 
mankind may be made dominant. 

This is a brave program. On its lines nine- 
teen departinents have been organized. They 
are woman’s progress; the public press; medi- 
cine and surgery ; temperance; moral and so- 
cia) reform; commerce and finance; music; 
literature ; education; engineering; art, archi- 
tecture, etc.; government, law reform, po- 
litical science, etc.; general department; sci- 
ence and philosophy; labor; religion, mis- 
sions, and church societies; Sunday rest; pub- 
lic health, and agriculture. Each of these de 
partments has effected a preliminary organi- 
zation and issued a preliminary publication 
setting forth its scope, the nature of the sub- 
jects to be considered, the divisions of the de- 
partment and its committees, and the advisory 
councils, so far as: appointed. Most of the 
committees have each issued a preliminary 
address, inyiting suggestions of themes to be 
considered and persons to present them. 

As far as practicable the several depart- 
ments have been planning to bring to this city 
during the time assigned to each the largest 
number of kindred organizations tor simul- 
taneous or alternate sessions. Existing or- 
ganizations in the different: countries of the 
world are asked to merge their general pro 
ceedings for 1893 into those of the appropriate 
World’s Congresses, substituting these for the 
usual annual meetings.

THE WEATHER AND ‘HE DISPLAY. 

That the Columbian celebrations of this 
week in Chicago will be imposing and grand 
need: not be stated, though for the details, and 
even the extent.of the display, much will de- 
pend on the weather. It would be a thousand 
pities if after several weeks of clear skies, 
which left nothing to be desired for comfort, 
the city should be invaded this week by a wet 
spell to dampen the ardor of the peovle and 
lessen the turnout, to say nothing of the possi- 
bility that the triple exhibition of fireworks 
would be prevented by heavy rain Friday 
evening. It is all very well to say that soldiers 
and policemen are educated into a majestic 
indifference to rain, scorn for che umbrella, 
and contemptuous disregard of mud.

SPRINGER MISSTATING AND DODGING. 

The managers of the Democratic campaign 
in Ilhnois seem to have given instructions to 
the various distinguished persons whom they 
have sent out as speakers to play different 
parts. Some of them appear tq have been 
instructed to be the fiery champions of free 
trade.

Gross injustice was done to Columbus by 
naming after another man the New World 
discovered by the great pioneer in crossing 
the broad Atlantic. It was especially great in 
view of the insignificant position occupied by 
Vespucci in the search for lands previously 
Vespucci did notclaim to have 
sailed to the west till 1497, which was five 
years after the date of the landing effected by 


»Columbus, and then he wentnot as com- 


mander of the expedition but simply as a 
scientific attaché, of little more importance 
in those days than a fifth wheel would be to a 
coach. He was not captain, nor even captain’s 
mate, but only as “astronomer” not other- 
wise known to have any acquaintance with. 
the heavenly bodies, andan alleged pilot in 

waters of which he knew nothing atall. His 

entire scientific capital appears to have been 
the information he picked up in a few con- 
versations, with Columbus after the great 
navigator had pointed to a New World and 

led the way thither. Probably he was armed 
with a rude instrument for the taking of 
celestial altitudes roughly, and able to tell his 
latitude by that means to within a big frac- 
tion of a degree. As such determination of 

latitude on the open ocean could only be of 
use in enabling the ship master to select an 

east and west line on which he would run 


, towards some point previously chosen, there 


could be nothing aimed at in the shape of 
original capacity by “an expedition in which 
he was but an underling, and perhaps only 
a supernumerary, taken along in the hope he 
might make himeelf useful, but with no defi-. 
nite expectation that he would do so. 

Vespucci had no sort of rightful claim to a 
place in the ranks of discoverers, much less to 
that of chief among them. His name got into 
print in connection with the work and on a 
map, probably being placed on the latter to 
indicate a small point at which the man stated 
he had landed, and not intended to signify 
that his name should apply to the whole coun- 
try, atill less to a continent. But in those 
days literary material was scarce, and histor- 
ical avcuracy may -have been valued less 
highly than now; as certainly there can te no 
doubt the value of the disccvery was not ap 
preciated then as it is today. In view of the 
_known facts we are justified in thinking the 
misleading was unintentional, but it was nune 
the less compiete, and it resulted in the nam- 
ing of the New Worid after one who had not 
even'-the shadow of a claim to such dis- 
tinction. 

Furthermore, if it were correct to call the 
continent after this man it should have been 
designated by his second name, not the first. 
If the honor had been accorded where it be- 
longed we should not now be speaking of a 
North Christovia, or a Central and South 
Christovia. And if 1t had been named after 
Cabot, who came next after Columbus, we 
should not speak of the continentas Johannia, 
but would call it Cabotia. In like manner if 
Vespucci had deserved the distinction we 
ought to have been told and accustomed to 
speak of Vespucia, and not to designate it by 
.a twisting from the first name Amerigo, or its 
Latinized form Americus. So there is an 
utter want of analogy as well as historical ac- 
‘curacy in the present name of the land in the 
Western Hemisphere, and every’ reason why 
we should “ reform it altogether.”’ 

As previously suggested by Tus Trrpunz, 
the teeming millions who nvw inhabit the 
double continent owe it as a duty to the real 


‘discoverer, as to themselves, to call it after 


him, not for one who has no particle of right 
to the high distinction. It is simply ridicu- 
lous to name the Western Hemisphere after 
this nobody. And there can be no other time 
0 appropriate as this for making the change 
and correction. As the most important peo- 
ple interested those of the Umited States 
should take the initiative, ana there need be 
no doubt the suggestion would be gladly wel- 
comed and acted on by all the other Western 
nations of.the double continent. At its next 
session: Congress ought to resolve in favor of 
and thus lead the way towards doing tardy 
justice to the name and fame of the illustrious 
man the four hundredth anniversary of whose

WILDCAT MONEY. 

If the 10 per cent tax on State bank notes 
were repealed by a Democratic-Congress an 
army of speculators who are afraid to violate 
a law outright, but are always ready to swin- 
dle under cover of law, would buy up what 
State Legislatures they needed and proceed to 
issue notes’ they never meant to redeem.

Even though every State bank note were a 
good one there should not be forty kinds of 
notes circulating as money. National mone 
is the only kind that should ever be allowed 
to circulate. On every piece of paper circulat- 
ingin this country there shouaid be the ‘na- 
tional stamp. There should be no “local 
curtencies ”’ distinguished by such emblems 
as the wolverine, the palmetto, or the pelican, 
the bear, the cat, whether tame or wild. That 
which is good enough fora Nation is good 
enough for a State. That money which is 
good enough for New York, Chicago, Phila- 
delphia, San Francisco, Cincinnati, St. Louis, 
and Boston is good enough for Atlanta, Jack- 
sonville, Memphis, Galveston, Way Cross. 
The Constitution says that the power of coin- 
ing money shall not be exercised by the States, 
but by the Federal Government. The same 
should be the case with whatever is used as 
money. For nearly thirty years the currency 
of this country has been uniform and national. 
Being controlled by one supreme power fio 
man has lost a cent by it. Hand over its 
inanagement to forty-four subordinate agen- 
cies and the consequences would be apparent 
quickly.

OONGRESS MAY BE ASKED TO ALLOW 
AN OPEN FAIR SUNDAYS. 


Joseph Eiboeck of Iowa Introduces a Reso- 
lution at the Meeting of the World’s 
‘Columbian Commission Embodying This 
Request—It Is Laid on the Table—An 
Expression of Sympathy Sent by Wire 
te President Harrison—Numerous Peti- 
tions on the Sunday-Closing Question. 


One of the largest meetings in the histo 
of the World’s Colabbeinn. Chineninatea nid 
held in the Council chamber yesterday. A 
notable feature of the meeting was the intro- 
duction of a resdlution that Congress be asked 
to rescind its action that the Exposition be 
closed Sundays, as a condition of the $2,500,. 
000 Columbian appropriation. Commissioner 
Eibveck of Iowa offerea it. It was laid on 
the table, ° 
* President Thomas W. Palmer called the 
members to order at 12 o’clock. Seventy. 
three were present, and nearly all the States 
were represented. A prayer was offered by 
the Rev. Dr. Simon J, McPherson. 

Ex-Gov. Thomas M. Waller of Connecticut, 

irst Vice-President of the commission, 
moved the adoption of resolutions of sym- 
_pathy for President Harrison, in the follow- 
ing language :. 

To the President, Washi n, D. C.~—Resolved, 
That we tender our profound and res fal sym- 
pathy to the President of the United States in the 
affliction which prevents his participation in the 
ceremonies incident to the. dedication of the 
Shah eg

merciful and all-wise Grockdante to “spare him 


the measureless bereavement that menaces his 
household. 


The motion was seconded by Commissioner 
Osear R. Hundley of Alabama, and was 
amended to ,the effect that the resolutions be 
immediately telegraphed to the President by 
President Palmer. resolutions were 
unanimously adopted. | 

The first regular item in order was a speech 
by President Palmer, in which he said that 
the commission was to be congratulated on 
the large and enthusiastic attendance of the 
day. The Fair, he said, had reached a posi- 
tion where enthusiusm was-in order, and he 
was glad to see the commission in line. He 
said that engineers of the commission had al- 
ready inspected the Manufactures Building 
and fuund it perfectly safe and satisfactory in 
every respect so far as finished. The other 
buildings were being on japan: and the report 
to the commission would soon be forthcom- 


ing. 

The fimancial report of Secretary John T. 
Dickinson “was read. 

Commissioner Thomas Smith of New Jer- 
sey presented a number of voluminous peti- 
tions, representing 20,000 New Jersey people 
asking that the Fair be closed Sunday, an 
that no liauor be sold on the grounds. He 
also presented a number of telegrams from 
New Jersey people,’ asking that the Fair be 
kept open Sunday. Oommissioner William 
J. Sewell, also of New Jersey, presented a 


large number of petitions asking for Sunday 


elosing of the Fair. Commissioner C¥Marles 
H. Jones of Missouri asked time for the pres- 
entation of his.petitions, saying that he had 
so nany that he had been compelled to bring 
them in trunks, At least a dozen other Com- 
missioners said that they had Sunday closing 
petitions in large numbers to present later. 
Commissioner Ch@rles K. Holliday Jr. of 
Kansas presented a petition from the people 
of his State protesting against liquor on the 
World’s Fair grounds. 

The Committee on Judiviary, Rules, and By- 
Laws reported that it was hard at work with 
the Board of Control formulatmg rules and 
regulations for the Fair. It was thought that 
the rules would be ready before next Monday. 

Commissioner John T. Harris of Virginia 
said that the rules relative to the Sunday-clos- 
ing question ought to be formulated at once, 
even if they had to be prepared before the 
other rules were ready, in order that the com- 
mission might act thereon in a full session. 
If the matter were delayed uatil after the big 
Dedication day the attendance of the Coinmis- 
sioners would be small. He offered a resoiu- 
tion that the World’s Columbian Exposition 
be asked if it had decided to accept the act of 
Con by which the appropriation was 
made, and the Sunday-clesing question de- 
cided, His motion Was carried, the object 
being to get an official expression to the 
National Commission from the World’s Co- 
lum biau Exposition on the subject. . 

Commissioner St. Clair said that the 
World’s Columbian Exposition would surely 
answer in the affirmative for the reason that 
it had virtually accepted the act of Congress 
when it began stamping the souvenir coins. 
It waa the business of the National Commis- 
sion to make rules for the closing of the gates 
Sunday whether it wished to or not, because 
it was its legal duty to do so, 

On motion of Commissioner Oscar R. 
Hundley of Alabamaa resolution was carried 
rescinding a resolution passed at a former 


was set as a day for the special hearing on the 
Sunday closing question. 

Commissioner Joseph Eiboeck of Iowa pf- 
fered the following: 

Resolved, By the World’s Columbian Commis- 
sion, that while the Congress of the United States 
has taken the matter of closing the Exposition 
Sunday out of the hands of the Commission dur- 
ing the present, the right of petitaon, so sacred to 
American citizens, will remain,.and realizing ful- 
ly that the toiling millions of America are deter- 
mined to be allowed one day of the week to see 
the wonders of the world, that day being the one 
commonly called Sunday, that the commission 
petition Congress to rescind its action on this 
question. 

The resolution was laid on the table. 

_ A lengthy resolution was offered by Com- 
missioner Martindale of Indiana, the sub- 
stance of which was that Director-General 
Davis be authorized to constitute Washington 
Park during the Worid’s Fair as a camping 
ground for such organizations as the Knights 
of Pythias and others. sat 

The resolution was referred to the Judiciary 
com mittee. 

Commissioner Thomas E. Gavin of Indiana
